LEGALIZE 20-ROUND 
BOUTS IN LOUISIANA 


Senate Almost Unanimously 
Passes Bill That House Had 
Previously Passed. 


Baton Reuge, La., June 26.—Twen- 
ty-round decision boxing bouts will be 
legaiized in Louisiana under the terms 
of Gahagan bill, which today pass- 
ed the senate with but one dissent- 
ing vote.
